IRISH LEADERSHIP. 

Mr. Sexton Finally Declines to Accept the 
position. 

London, Feb. 17.— In response, to a 
letter addressed to liira by Timothy 
Healy, Thomas Sexton has finally re- 
fused the leadership of the Irish party, 
notwithstanding Mr. Healy'a earnest 
appeal to hiiu to do so, and lih promise 
of the hearty support of the Healyites.

London, Feb. J 7. — The doljute on the 
address in reply to the Queen's speech 
was continued in the House of Commons 
to-day. Mr. T. Harrington, Parnellite 
member for Dublin Harbor, moved an 
amendment to the efl'eet that amnesty 
be granted to the Irish political prison- 
ers. The motion was supported by Mr. 
John Redmond, Mr. H. C. Plunkett, 
Prof. W. G.H. Leekie, Liberal Unionist 
member for Dublin University, and 
others. 

The Conservative leader in the House 
of Commons, Efc. Hon. A. ,1. Balfour, 
moved the closure, which was carried 
by a vote of 28!) to 117. Mr. Atherley- 
Jones, Liberal member for the north- 
west division of Durham, then moved 
the following amendment: "And while 
we are glad to hear that Her Majesty's 
relations with the foreign powers con- 
tinue to be friendly, we deplore that Her 
Majesty's speech does not contain an as- 
surance that all matters df difference be- 
tween this country and the republic of 
Venezuela in relation to the delimita- 
tion of the frontier of that state and 
British Guiana be referred to arbitration 
in accordance with the suggestion of the 
government of the United States." 

In moving the amendment, Mr. Ath- 
erly-Jonos said lie thought the govern- 
ment should be grateful for an oppor- 
tunity to ascertain the opinion ot the 
House of Commons upon the policy it 
ought to pursue. In accepting the 
amendment in that spirit, lie con- 
tinued, it would only be follow- 
ing the example of President Cleveland 
who asked the opinion ot congress upon 
the messages submitted to Great Britain. 
He then asked the house, in the spirit of 
the resolution already adopted, that all 
disputes and differences between 
Great Britain and the United 
States should be settled by arbitra- 
tion, failing any other mode. While 
the speaker had a high regard for the 
Marquis of Salisbury, he insisted that 
the question involved such tremendous 
issues that he believed he was expressing 
the views of everybody of democratic 
tendencies when be said they would not 
be justified in leaving them in 
the hands of two or three 
mui, however able they might be. 
He also submitted that arbitration of 
the present dispute was most in conson- 
ance with the honor, dignity and per- 
manent interests of Great Britain. It' 
was quite admitted that Great Britain 
had the right to resent interference upon 
the partof aforeitrn state when such inter- 
ference savored of menace. But he denied 
that this character attached to the course 
taken by the United States. That state 
would have been untrue to its great po- 
sition as the protector of the republics of 
America if had apt responded to the en- 
treaties of Venezuela." He continued 
that it was admitted in 1891 
that the Orinoco should constitute the 
boundary, since 1841 England had seven 
times changed the line marking the 
limit of her claim. In the face of these 
facta, how could it be aon tended by 
Great Britain that the Schomburgk line 
was outside the pale of arbitration. 

Mr. Balfour, first lord of the treasury 
and government leader, then arose to re- 
ply and said he desired to appeal to the 
house and say that, in his opinion, a 
continuation of the debate would make 
an honorable arrangement a matter of 
great difficulty. He trusted that the 
house would not take a premature op- 
portunity of discussing the policy which 
had been pursued or which ought to be 
pursued. 

John Dillon, anti-Paruellite, thought 
that the American people ought to know- 
that an intense feeling existed in the 
House of Commons against any attempt 
to bring on a war ou this ques- 
tion. The conduct of the Ameri- 
can government, he said, had 
been most patient and ftir. It 
was only after o year's delay and shuf- 
fling on the part of Great Britain, fol- 
lowed by au insulting dispatch from 
Lord Salisbury, that the President had 
sent his dispatch. It ought to lie under- 
stood in the United States that Lord 
Salisbury's dispatch did not represent 
the feelings of England or Ireland. 

Sir William Ilareourt, Liberal leader 
in the House of Commons, said that 
Mr. Athei'ley-Jones' amendment had 
been moved in the interest of arbitra- 
tion, but it was couched in a form which 
would censure the government, and if a 
division were taken upon it, there would 
be a great majority against it, and it 
would go forth to America and to the 
world that the House of Commons had 
pronounced against arbitration, He be- 
lieved that a great majority in the House 
of Commons and elsewhere were in favor 
of arbitration on a proper basis, and the 
main object should be bow best to give 
expression to this feeling, lie deplored 
the use of exasperating language. 
Nothing could be more injur- 
ious and untrue, he isaid, 
than to say that the President's message 
waB an election dodge. The United 
States had been pressing the question 
for settlement for ten years in the most 
conciliatory manner. We should all 
endeavor on both sides to remove the 
sources of irritation and secure a speedy 
settlement. He was strongly impressed, 
he continued, with the evils and dangers 
of delay in coming to Home agreement. 
He would be glad to know from the gov- 
ernment the cause for the delay 
in presenting the British case. 
It wits desirable that the public on both 
sides of the Atlantic should be informed 
on this in order to conciliate the differ- 
ences between us. Many differences 
hud already been removed. Instead of 



resenting, we should welcome the co- 
operation of the United Seates. So far 
as the question of arbitration went, all 
were agreed that it was an impossibility 
in the present circumstances to lay down 
a fixed boundary. He also agreed with 
Secretary Olney that the arbitration 
should embrace the validity of the 
asserted prescriptive titles by occupa- 
tion. 



BIG GUNS FOE CANADA. 

They Are to Be Mounted in the Frontier 
Cities— Garrison Batteries to 
Be Formed. 

Ottawa, Feb. 17.— (Special)— The sum 
which the Dominion government will 
ask for the purposes of national defence 
will be $3,000,000. The new rifle with 
which the militia will be provided will 
be the Lee-Enfield, a combination of the 
Enfield barrel and the Lee magazine. 
The total number of rifles to be purchas- 
ed is 40,000. 

Eor garrison defence, the Imperial 
authorities will supply 111 rifled guns, 
charging Canada the bare cost of manu- 
facture. These guns will be allotted as 
follows: St. Johns and Three Rivers, 
Que. t two each; Ottawa and Quebec, 
three each; Toronto, eight; Montreal, 
eight; Hamilton five. These guns will 
be of heavy calibre and will be worked 
by garrison batteries of the militia. In- 
structors from the British Royal Artil- 
lery will be sent out to drill the men, 
who will be recruited from the various 
city field batteries. 

The field artillery will .be supplied 
witli new breech-loading guns of the 
same type as those used by the British 
artillery. 

winnipegT bonspiel. 

Conclusion of a Most Interesting and Suc- 
cessful Meeting of Curlers. 

Winnipeg, Feb. 17.— (Special)— The 
Winnipeg curling bonspiel was prac- 
tically concluded to-night as but one 
event remains, the Loyal Caledonian, 
which will be pulled off during the week 
by the city rinks. The final games to- 
day were all scientific exhibitions of 
curling. ' For the grand chal- 
lenge cup Rochon, of Fort William, 
defeated Hartstone, uf the Winnipeg 
Granites, by 17 to 9. Dunbar, of the 
Winnipeg Thistles, wsnthe Walkerville 
finals from Clarke, of the Winnipeg 
Granites, by a score of 14 to 12. Hen- 
derson, of Brandon, defeated Smith, of 
the Winnipeg Thistles, by 18 to 9, in 
the Patterson consolation cup finals. 
The Dolge Intel-national trophy was be- 
tween Hartstone, of the Winnipeg 
Granites, and Smith, of Regina, Hart- 
stone winning by a score of 12 to 11. 
Dr. Jameson, of the Winnipeg Thistles, 
is high in the points competition with 
H9. It has been a most suecesssul bon- 
Epiel. 

LOUIS JAMES IN HAMLET. 

A Splendid Portrayal at the Victoria The- 
atre of the Great Tragedy. 

It is to be regrettetl that the magnifi- 
cent presentation of Hamlet by Mr. 
lx>uis James last night at the Victoria 
theatre was not rewarded by a larger 
audience. The character of Ham- 
let is a most difficult one to play, 
and even actors stars in their 
profession are sometimes apt to 
overdo it. It may have been 
this feeling that kept people away last 
night, though Mr. James has been known 
here as an able actor in the heavier 
Shakespearian roles. Those who did 
attend the theatre were surprised and 
delighted at the wonderful presentation 
Mr. James gave of the "Melancholy 
Dane." It was a magnificent piece of 
acting, following out the advice which 
Hamlet himself gives the players " to 
hold as 'twere the mirror up to na- 
ture." Thoroughly artistic, without the. 
slightest suspicion of rant or "mouth- 
ing," Mr. James' Hamlet was a grand 
success. His portrayal is not a copy. 
He has ideas of his own and he carries 
them out in such a way as to give the 
audience a new itlea of the part he es- 
says. He plays Hamlet so that a child can 
understand it. The judicious curtaling 
of the long speeches is certainly more 
acceptable to the ordinary play-goer and 
the little tiiat has been sacrificed does 
not detract from the strength of the 
wdiole play as viewed from the actor's , 
standpoint. Taking it all in all, there is 
probably no actor on the American stage 
to-day who gives so clear.interesting and 
wit hal so strong a performance of Ham- 
let as Ivouis James. 

The support, too, is of good material. 
The Ophelia of Miss Alma Kruger was 
wonderfully fine, especially in the mad 
scene. One of the finest scenes was that 
between Hamlet and Ophelia, when the 
girl, with fear and love struggling in her 
heart, eoniesses to herself that bet- 
lover's mind is unhinged. Mr. 
Win. Harris, as the King, and 
Mr. Harry Langdon, as Polonius, 
were at times exceptionally good, and 
Mr. Linsley as Laertes played well, 
notably in the scene when he beholds 
his sister's madness. The Queen, Miss 
Everett, was at her best in her inter- 
view with Hamlet when she is re- 
proached by her son. 

The bill for to-night will be Macbeth, 
a character in the portrayal of which 
Mr. James excels. His grand physique 
and magnificent rolling voice are im- 
portant adjuncts to his Macbeth, and 
hia critics every where have pronounced 
him the idea! of that character. The 
remaining two nights of Mr. James' en- 
gagement should draw crowded houses.

The government has decided upon a 
comprehensive scheme of defence; the 
arms and equipment are to cost $3,000,- 
000. It has been definitely settled that 
a magazine rifle will be chosen for the 
force. Heavy ordnance and Maxims 
will also be purchased. 

Last year some "United States fishing 
vessels holding licenses were caught 
transferring supplies to vessels without 
a license. The Fisheries department 
will deal summarily with offenders this 
season. 

The Nelson & Fort Sheppard Railway 
bill permitting the company to do a 
commercial telegraphic business passed 
its third reading. 

The licensed victuallers of Ontario will 
hold a convention here in April. 

The historical ball in the Senate 
chamber was perhaps the grandest 
spectacle of the kind ever witnessed in 
Camilla, Nearly a thousand guests were 
present. The chamber was beautifully 
decorated and the historic dances passed 
oil most [successfully.

SAMOA'S REVOLUTION. 

German Influence Too Strong to Permit of 
Necessary Reforms Being Effected— 
Earthquakes Throughout the Gronp. 

Apia, Samoa, Jan. 30, via San Fran- 
cisco, Feb. 10, per steamship Monowai. 
— The bottom has practically dropped 
out of the Samoan revolution. German 
influence is too strong here to enable 
the citizens of other nationalities to 
proceed with reforms which are really 
an absolute necessity. The resolution 
of the Apia municipal council accepting 
the resignations of four of its members 
was not unanimously approved by the 
consular board, and, according to the 
Berlin treaty, the question was referred 
to Chief Justice Ide for final decision. 
His honor has just handed down his 
opinion, which states that there iB no 
apparent necessity for accepting the 
resignations referred to, therefore the 
members are still in office, whether they 
like it or not. However, two of the 
leaders of the movement are Americans, 
with large business interests in Samoa, 
and will leave no stone unturned to 
remedy a condition of affairs such as 
prevails at present, when 80 per cent, of 
the total revenue is paid out in salaries. 

Dr. Schmidt-Leda, for six months 
German consul-general in Samoa, has 
been instructed to at once proceed to 
Japan on a mission which at present is 
secret. This gentleman is one of the 
best informed on Eastern trade sub- 
jects of any in the German diplomatic 
service, and as his nation is making a 
strong effort to capitiie a good slice of 
Pacific trade it is surmised that he will 
prepare a report on this question. 

Two large barks and two smaller ves- 
sels were wrecked in the harbor of Ha- 
paii, of the Tongan group, on January 2. 
No lives were lost, but one of the barks 
had a cargo of 600 tons of copra on board, 
of which very little will be saved. 

Earthquakes have been numerous and 
severe during the last, month, affecting 
all the islands in the vicinity of Samoa.. 

EXPLORER NANS E N . 

No News Received by the Explorer's Wife- 
Doubts as to the Correctness of 
Published Stories. , 

Ciihistiajcia, Feb. 17.— Widespread as 
is the interest over the whereabouts of 
Nansen it can nowhere be more keenly 
felt than in the heart of his devoted 
wife, who lives in this city. She has 
received no word from her husband 
directly, but is profoundly hopeful that 
the news which first came from Jakutsk 
and has since been corroborated from 
other sources, is authentic, and that 
Nansen has solved the secret of the 
North pole and is now safely emerging 
from the mystic isolation of the frozen 
regions. There is a reservation of doubt 
in Mrs. Nansen 's mind, the absence of 
direct news to herself leaving room for 
this doubt. She will not allow herself 
to take assurance of her husband's eood 
fortune until she hears it from himself. 
Scientists here, whose sympathies are 
with Nansen and the objects of his ex- 
pedition, believe the news received that 
Nansen has really reached the coast of 
Siberia and is returning from the pole. 

London, Feb. 17.— The British vice- 
consul at Archangel, it is now known, 
received the news of Dr. Nansen's safety 
from the Governor of Archangel. It is not 
stated whence the latter obtained his 
information, i . '-'

NANAIMO.

It is also expected that 
the city will grant the club financial as- 
sistance towards the purchase of needed 
apparatus.

The loss is variously 
estimated at from $1,200 to $1,300, while 
the insurance amounts to $900, $000 on 
the house and $300 on the furniture. 
The brigade did everything that could 
be expected. In the absence of a proper 
fire alarm system much time was lost in 
telephoning for a team for the hook and 
ladder wagon, while the men had to 
make the best time that they could on 
foot with the hose cart. 

MIDWAY. 
(From the Advance.) 
The Cariboo company will not allow 
anything to stand in the way of proving 
the enormous extent and value of their 
property at Camp McKinney, and they 
are now dropping a shaft at the end of 
the drift recently run on the ore body, 
and by following the vein down will 
soon determine just at what depth to 
start the next drift on the lead so as to 
give them plenty of stoping ground. 
Another drift on ore started 00 feet be- 
low the present one would give them 
120 feet of stoping, which extended at 
800 feet in length, would insure the ore 
for a four or five years' run with the 
mill's present stamping capacity. For 
nearly two years the Cariboo has held 
first place as a free gold quartz producer, 
and by present indications the mine will 
nold the position for many years to 
come. 

John Weir, who was here in con- 
nection with the Thompson and Fowler 
deal, left on Wednesday last lor 
Spokane, after having made arrange- 
ments with the owners of three of the 
properties included in the deal for the 
transfer of their interests. 

ROSSLAND. 
(From the Rossland Prospector.) 

A. B. Irwin returned Thursday from 
Chicago, where he met the members of 
the Trail Creek Mining Company, own- 
ers of the Columbia, Kootenay, Copper 
Jack, Tip Top and other properties on 
Columbia Mountain, one mile northeast 
of Rossland. While at Chicago Mr. 
Irwin saw the machinery which the 
company expects to send hero and use 
in honeycombing Columbia Mountain. 

The records show that considerable 
assessment work is being done in camp. 
Twenty-six assessments were recorded 
last month, and as 25 claims were 
located in February last year, and 85 in 
March, it may be presumed that nearly 
a hundred assessments will be recorded 
in the corresponding months of this 
year. In speaking of the remarkable 
growth of business in this camo Mining 
Recorder Kirkup cites the fact that 
while the receipts of his office for the 
month of January, 1895, were only 
$203.75, the receipts for January, 189G, 
were $2,014.15, or nearly ten times as 
much. 

The future looks rosy at the Crown 
Point. A rich ore body lias been struck 
in the south level at the bottom of the 
shaft, which went over $50 to the ton. 
On the Pittsburg group of claims, lying 
between the Crown Point and the Occi- 
dental, six men have been at work on 
the properties all winter sinking shafts 
and running tunnels, with only partial 
success. A quantity of mineralized rock 
is encountered, but the ore is not solid. 

Air compressors, drills and boiler for 
the Cliff mine have been ordered from 
the Rand Drill Company, and will be 
shipped at once. 

The Homeatakc is shipping ore, about 
twenty tons being the daily output. 
This can be doubled as soon as the tram- 
way is in operation.

PILOT BAY SMELTER 

Turning Out Bullion Steadily — Another 
Stack to Be Added to the Plant. 

A, B. Hendryx, manager of the Koot 
enay Mining & Smelting Co., arrived 
from Pilot Bay yesterday accompanied 
by Mrs. Hendryx. Speaking of the 
smelter, Mr. Hendryx stated that it was 
steadily turning out bullion. The com- 
pany were considering the erection of 
another stack, and before long the 
works would be increased in that direc- 
tion. The ore they were using came 
from the lilue Hell and was also pur- 
chased from other mines in the district, 
dry ores from other mines being desir- 
able to mix for smelting purposes with 
the lead ores of the Blue Bell. To 
give some idea of What the 
company had already done, he 
stated that from March l(i to December 
31, 1865 3,600 tons o£ bullion had been 
shipped, and the company have alto- 
gether spent $650,000 during the year 
and a half since the enterprise was in- 
augurated. The Blue Hell mine has 
turned out 50,000 tons of ore, the iron 
and lime used in smelting coming from 
that source principally, besides the ore 
that the mine furnished. In addition to 
the lead, there has been uncovered in 
the Blue Bell a vein of copper over six 
feet wide averaging 11 per cent, in cop- 
per. A shaft is now being sunk to work 
this and the workings were found very 
dry although now below the lake level. 
The company have just completed 
the putting in "of an air 
compressor plant which is used 
not only instead of the old hand drills, 
but for hoisting and pumping. At pres- 
ent back in the hills but little pros 
pecting is being done owing to the snow 
still this spring will probably see some 
large developments in the surrounding 
country. From the district to the east 
and southeast, White Grouse mountain, 
Hooker and Crawford creeks and other 
places, some very line samples of ore were 
brought in lust fall indicating the exis 
tence of some very line copper leads, 
though Mr. Hendryx could only speak 
of the samples as he had not seen the 
prospects themselves. Over 200 men are 
at present employed around the smelter 
Blue Bell nunc and wood cutting and 
shipments of bullion are going out three 
or four times a week. 



VICTORIA AND THE YUKON. 

What Will Happen if the Head of Lynn 
Canal Belongs to Canada. 

The Alaska Search Light, comment 
ing on a recent meeting of the Victoria 
Board of Trade at which Captain Moore 
brought, up the subject of trade with tl 
Yukon, says : 

"One thing is quite certain, if the 
head of Lynn canal belongs to Canada 
the enterprise of Victoria merchant 
with or without government assistance, 
would soon have a good trail over th 
divide and a steamboat line on the lakes 
and upper waters of the Yukon. Though 
it is doubtful if the establishment of such 
a route could ever deflect the bulk of the 
trade which San Francisco now has, ami 
which goes in by way of the mouth of 
the river, yet it would unquestionably 
prove oi immense advantage to the 
miners of that section, and profitable to 
capital interested; but if owned and 
operated by Victorians, where would 
Juneau and'its ally, Seattle, come in?"

A By-Law 

Authorizing the Corporation of the City 
of Victoria to Borrow the sum of 
$120,000 in anticipation of the re- 
ceipt of its revenue for the year 189(5. 

Whereas by virtue of the "Municipal Act, 
1«D2," and amending Acts, every Municipality 
may, under the conditions contained therein, 
oorrow from any person such sum of money, 
not exceeding an amount equal to the total 
amount of taxes upon land or real property, as 
shown by the revised assessment roll of the 
Municipality for the year 1895, and bearing 
such rate of interest as may be requisite, to 
meet the current legal expenditure of the Cor- 
poration which becomes payable out of the 
annual revenue before the revenue for the year 
becomes payable by the taxpayers: 

And whereas the total amount of taxes upon 
land and improvements or real property, as 
shown by the revised assessment roll of the 
Municipality of the City of Victoria for the year 
1S95, was f 2112,519.05: 

And -whereas to meet the current legal ex 
penditure of the Corporation of the City of Vic- 
toria for the year 1896 payable out of the annual 
revenue beloro such revenue for such year be 
comes payable by the taxpayers, it Is requisite 
for the said Corporation to borrow a sum of 
money not exceeding ?120,000: 

Therefore the Municipal Council of the Cor 
poratlonof the city of Victoria enacts as fol 
Ions:— 

Sec. 1. It shall be lawful for the Corporation 
of the City of Victoria, by the Mayor and the 
Finance Committee thereof, to borrow upon the 
credit ol the said Corporation from any person 
or persons, firm or tirms, corporation or corpor 
ations,whomay be willing to advance the same, 
the sum of jqno.OUU in such amounts and at snoh 
times as, subject as hereinafter provided, the 
same may, in the opinion of the Mayor and the 
Finance Committee of the Council, be required 
bearing Interest at a rate not exceeding live per 
centum per annum. 

Sec. 2. The money so borrowed shall be ex 
ponded in defraying the current legal expenses 
of tho said Corporation for the year 1896, and 
shall, together with the interest thereon, be re- 
payable and repaid to the lender or lenders 
thereof on or before the 31st day of December, 
1896, out of the municipal revenue for the said 
year. 

Sec. 3. The amount so borrowed, and interest 
thcrcoa, shall be a liability ol the said Corpor 
atlon payable out of the municipal revenue for 
the current' year, 18%, and the form of obliga- 
tion to be given as an acknowledgment of 
such liability to the said lender or lenders 
shall be a promissory note or notes as tho sums 
maybe required, signed by the Mayor and the 
Finance Committee and the Clerk of the said 
Corporation, and bearing the seal of the said 
Corporation, all of which notes shall be made 
payable on or before the 31st of December, lS9t', 
and a notice shall be written or printed on the 
buck of the noto to the effect that the liability 
of the said Corporation incurred by said 
promissory note or notes shall be a liability 
payable out of tho municipal revenue for the 
year 18913. 

See. 4. In the construction of this by-law the 
expressions " land " and " improvements " and 
"real property "shall have, respectively, the 
meanings given to them in the" Municipal Act, 
1K92," anil amendments thereof. 

Sec. 5. This by-law may bo cited as the " An- 
nual Loan By-law, 1896." 

Passed the Municipal Council the 3rd day of 
February, 1896. 

Reconsidered, adopted, and finally passed 
the Council tho 11th day of February, 1896.

Horrible Accidents at a London Fire 
— Anoluer Armenian Blue Book 
— Victoria's Thauki- 



London, Feb. 17. — The otlieials of the 
foreign office this afternoon confirmed 
the newspaper reports saying Chat a de- 
tachment of British marines, among 
others have been landed at Chemulpo, 
and sent to Seoul, the capital of Korea, 
in order to protect the British legation 
there. 

The Times prints a dispatch from 
Kobe, Japan, which says: News from 
Seoul, Korea, proves that Russia made a 
remarkable coup on the night of Febru- 
ary 10. On that night 200 Russian 
marines with a field gun were landed at 
Chemulpo and marched to Seoul. The 
King's secretary left the palace for the 
Russian legation, whence he proclaimed 
his ministers guilty of treason. Two of 
the ministers were arrested and executed 
and the other lied. The Tai Won Kung 
(father of the King) is a prisoner at the 
legation. An anti-Japanese ministry 
was then formed. A bitter feeling has 
been aroused in Japan. A council was 
held, attended by the military officials. 
It is reported that the Russian minister 
declared that Russia was not responsi- 
ble, and that he merely afforded protec- 
tion at the King's request. But it is be- 
lieved this precludes a Russian protect- 
orate over Korea. 

A dispatch from Tokyo, Japan, says : 
There is great activity among all the 
naval forces. The Japanese government 
is confident that Russia is encouraging 
the revolt in Korea, with a view to the 
early establishment of a Russian pro- 
tectorate over the kingdom. The seat of 
the Korean government is now in the 
Russian legation at Seoul, where the 
King remains guarded. It is said the 
King of Korea authorized the outbreak 
in revenge for the murder of the Queen. 
The Emperor of Japan suspended the 
sitting of parliament in the midst of the 
opposition attack on Premier Ito's min- 
istry. 

The manifesto of the Chicago inter- 
national arbitration committee, the 
result of the simultaneous movement in 
that city, New York, Philadelphia and 
other cities of the United States to con- 
sider the subject of a permanent court 
of arbitration between Great Britain and 
the United States, was published in Lon- 
don this evening, 

The Peruvian government is manifest- 
ing the utmost vigilance against all 
threatened uprisings. The government 
notified a hundred Cacerist officers at 
Arequippa that they had their choice of 
exile or going to prison. 

Sir Edward Clarke, Q.C., the distin- 
guished criminal advocate, lias been re- 
tained for the defence of Dr. Jameson 
upon his trial in England. 

Baron Blanc, the Italian minister of 
foreign affairs, authorizes the announce- 
ment that President Cleveland having 
decided to accept the position of arbitra- 
tor to settle the questions in dispute be- 
tween Italy and Brazil, a protocol has 
been signed, referring to ii is arbitration 
all claims that are not amicably settled 
by the two countries within two months. 

The Manchester market has been 
irregular, especially for yarns. The con- 
tinent was not buying much. On the 
whole stocks were burdensome. A good 
business was done for India, chiefly for 
finer grades, like dhoolies, which were 
engaged ahead. Shirtings were fairly 
bought. Many looms have started up 
again. The home trade was good. The 
eastern trade was much assisted by the 
rising exchange rates. 

A number of horrible accidents oc- 
curred at a lire in London early on Sun- 
day morning at a tenement house at No. 
7 Church street, behind the Palace 
theatre of varieties. Five children and 
four adults were burned to death. One 
man jumped from a window and was 
impaled upon the railing of a fence. He 
was removed to a hospital in a dying 
condition. Several other persons escaped 
from the burning building with the 
greatest difficulty. 

A Cape Town dispatch says: Major 
Nidley and several Muss.tr officers have 
left Pietermaritsburg, Natal, for Rho- 
desia, it is understood to assume com- 
mand of the Chartered South African 
Company's police. 

There seems to be a prospect • that 
motor cars will soon be seen in the 
streets of Loudon in practical use. Hith- 
erto the so-called autocar has been liable 
to pay a heavy penalty, according to an- 
tiquated laws, unless it was preceded in 
the streets by a man carrying a danger 
[lag. But, the Prince of Wales earnestly 
interested himself in tiie cauge of the 
autocars, for which he is known to have 
a decided predilection. In fact, only 
the other day the Prince of 
WaleB was seen at the im- 
perial institute engaged in making a per- 
sonal trial of a new and highly improved 
autocar. The prince drove it up and 
down a steep grade, and seemed highly 
pleased with his work. There was no 
hitch in the performance, and it raised 
the stock of the company way above par. 

Another blue book on Armenia has 
been published. It contains dispatches 
covering the period between September 
3, 1895, and February 11, 1890. It also 
contains a table prepared by the commit- 
tee of delegates from the embassies of 
the six powers, showing the total num- 



ber of persons massacred, and concern 
bag whoso fate there is accurate informa 
tion, is 25,000. 

In a special supplement to the 
Gazette, published Sunday, is printed 
the following letter from the Queen, 
dated Osborne, Feb. 14. : " I have, alas, 
once more, to thank my loyal subjects 
for their warm sympathy in the fresh 
and great affliction which has befallen 
me and my beloved daughter, Princess 
Beatrice of Battenburg. This new sor- 
row is an overwhelming, and, to me, a 
double one ; for I lose a dearly loved and 
helpful son, wdioso presence was like a 
sunbeam in my home, and my dear 
daughter loses a noble and devoted hus- 
band, to whom she was united by the clos- 
est affection. To witness the blighted 
happiness of the daughter who has nev- 
er left me and has comforted and helped 
me. is hard to bear, but the feeling of 
universal sympathy sotouchingly shown 
by all classes of my subjects has deeply 
moved my child and myself, and has 
helped and soothed us greatly. I wish 
from my heart to thank my people for 
this, as well as for the appreciation man- 
ifested for the dear and gallant Prince 
Who laid down his life in the service of 
his adopted country. My beloved child 
is an example to all in her courage, re- 
signation and submission to the will of 
God."

NOT A LITTLE SURPRISING. 



It is hard to understand' why so many 
of the American newspapers sympathize 
with Kruger and his Boers, and con- 
demn the Uitlanders, many of whom, by 
the way, are their own countrymen, and 
their British sympathizers. Nothing 
could be more un-American than the 
policy of Kruger and his countrymen. 
They are the most inhospitable of peo- 
ples ; the Americans, on the other hand, 
are among the most hospitable. The 
policy of the Boers has been from the 
iirata policy of exclusion. They wanted 
the land on which they had settled, 
although so great fn extent that they 
did not know what to do with it. all to 
themselves. They hated strangers, par- 
ticularly English-speaking strangers, 
and did not want to have anything touo 
with thein. When the strangers in 
their search, for gold settled in the coun- 
try they refused to grant them 
any political privileges. They sold 
them property and taxed them 
heavily; but although they took the 
Uitlanders' money, they would not 
extend to them the rights of citizens. 
They were bound to keep the foreigners 
outside their Republic. If they remain- 
ed in the country they would have 
to submit to Boer rule or leave; 
they could never become citizens of the 
Transvaal; they must not assimilate 
with its population. 

The Americans, on the other hand, re- 
ceived strangers with open arms. Even 
the Britisher, whom they professed to 
hate, when he came to settle among 
them, was warmly welcomed. The 
'rights and privileges of citizenship were 
^extended to men of all nations, and land 
was given them as freely and on the 
same terms as it was given to the natives 
of the country. The consequence was 
that the United States grew in population 
and in wealth as no other country on 
the face of the earth ever grew before. 
The men of other nations and races who 
settled in the country became heart and 
soul United States • citizens. They were 
as proud of their country, as Sir Charles 
Dilke remarked, as if they had made it 
themselves. They contributed to the 
wealth, the importance and the strength 
of the Great Republic and were proud of 
the position they held in the nation. 
There were no Uitlanders in the States 
in the early days, nor at any other time. 

It is, therefore, hard to understand 
how intelligent Americans can sympa- 
thise with the narrow-minded, short- 
sighted, hoggish Boers, who do not pos- 
sess liberality enough or sense enough to 
make loyal citizens of the men who come 
to their country to develop its resources 
and to make it strong and independent. 
It might be supposed that Americans 
would be the first people in the world to 
see the folly and the stupidity of the 
Boer policy of exclusion and intolerance.

The apparent tem- 
porary relief is talked about in the circle 
of the patient's acquaintances and the 
medicine gets the name of being a sure 
cure.

About the last place in the world in 
which one would expect to hear of a 
controversy about playing golf on the 
Lord's Day is Edinburgh. It might be 
supposed that public opinion against 
Sabbath-breaking in the capital of Scot- 
land would be so strong and so general 
that no one, no matter how strong- 
minded he or she might lie, would have 
the hardihood to outrage it by openly 
playing golf or any other out-door game 
openly on the " Sabbath." But wefind 
that even in Edinburgh there 
are persons who publicly and 
boldy assert their right to 
play golf on Sunday. The stand 
they have taken has created quite a stir 
in Edinburgh and, singular to relate, 
there are ministers who take the side of 
the golfers. It is even saiil that "the 
tolerants" are in the majority. This 
we find very hard indeed to believe. 
The Rev. R. B. Drummond is the clerical 
representative and advocate of the golf- 
ers. Pie is reported as saying "The 
Sabbath was made for man for his 
spiritual edification and for bodily rest, 
refreshment and recreation. Hence 
golfing on Sunday cannot be wrong, at 
any rate for those who find it conducive 
to health or whose opportunities of out- 
door exercise are few." 

We find, of all persons in the world, a 
schoolmaster taking the same side. His 
name is Almond, and he is head-master 
of Loretto school. Musselburg. He 
quotes Cor. ii : lli — "Let no man judge 
you • " " ' in respect to an holy- 
day, or of a new moon, or of the Sab- 
bath days, which are a shadow of 
things to come" ; also Rom.xiv : 5— " ( >ne 
man observeth one day above another; 
another man observeth every day alike; 
let every man be fully persuaded in his 
own mind." 

Prof. Dods, of Edinburgh Free Church 
College, leads on the anti-golf side of 
the question, He says: "If any- 
one is so ignorant as to sup- 
pose that Sunday is a common 
holiday without special significance 
or reverence or is so spiritual that he can 
dispense with a means of grace (public 
worship) which all Christendom has 
considered indispensable, or is so animal 
that be prefers physical exercise to 
spiritual culture, or has so little of the 
spirit of Christianity that the resurrec- 
tion is nothing to him ; or if he is conli 
dent that he can draw the line at quiet 
pursuits and prevent Sunday from be- 
coming the noisiest and most mischiev- 
ous day of the week, he may play golf." 

The question, independently of its 
religious aspect, is one of great interest 
and importance. Do rot men and 
women in this busy and wearing age of 
the world require for their physical 
and intellectual well-being one 
day in the week of perfect 
rest and as nearly perfect quiet as possi- 
ble? Those who work with their hands 
as well as those who work with their 
heads and their nerves, require rest and 
quiet. Would not, as Professor Doda 
suggests, the practice of playing golf and 
other games on Sunday make it a noisy 
day and a busy day to very many? 
Would not such practices deprive it of 
its quiet and its restful character, take 
from it its mind-invigorating and its 
nerve-soothing qualities? We bolieve 
it would. Would it not, leaving out the 
idea of obligation altogether, be wise and 



Christian-like for the golfers to forego 
their Sunday games for the sake of pre- 
serving to the people the " Day of Rest" 
which their nature, both physical 
and intellectual, requires? y 

THE DEFEA T OF FREE SIL YER. 

The free silver men were badly beaten 
in the U'.dted States House of Repre- 
sentatives on Friday. The Senate had 
passed the free coinage bill by a small 
minority. The bill after its passage in 
the Senate was sent down to the House 
of Representatives for concurrence. The 
debate on the measure was lively. The 
principal speakers both for and against 
the hill were Democrats. Ex-Speaker 
Crisp ably represented the free silver 
party, and Mr. Turner of Georgia, also a 
Democrat, was the leading upholder 
of "sound money." It was known 
from the first that the measure 
would bs rejected by the House, the only 
doubt there was was as to the strength 
of the majority against it. There were 
two divisions on the Free Coinage bill. 
On Thursday's division on the motion of 
concurrence thero were 80 for concur 
rence and 190 against it. This gave a 
majority against free silver of 110. On 
Friday the vote was larger, but the bal- 
ance of increase was on the side of the 
opponents of the measure. The bill was 
rejected by a vote of 215 to DO, giving the 
opponents of free silvern majority of 125. 

The vote was not by any means a 
party one. Both Democrats and Re- 
publicans are divided on the question of 
freo silver. An analysis of the vote 
shows that 184 Republicans and 31 
Democrats voted against free silver, and 
58 Democrats, 25 Republicans and 7 
Populists voted for free silver. The 
majority against the bill in the House 
of Representatives although large was 
not larger than was expected. 

It is said that the cause of free silver 
has received its death-blow in the 
United States. Hut it is very hard to 
tell when a cause is killed in that coun- 
try. Three years or so ago it 
was confidently asserted that pro- 
tection had received its quietus 
in the States. An immense major- 
ity had been returned to the 
House of Representatives opposed to 
high protection. At the next election 
that majority was completely swamped 
and a majority almost as huge was re- 
turned to uphold protection. Who knows 
but that before the next election there 
will be a similar reaction in favor of free 
silver? That cause has many strong 
advocates in all parts of the Union, and 
a very considerable proportion of the 
people favor it. Circumstances may be 
such between this and the next election 
as greatly to increase the number.of 
those who favor free silver. Who 
knows?

Increased revenue from sources old 
and new, but principally the latter, is 
provided for by the bill to amend the as- 
sessment act introduced in the legisla- 
ture yesterday. This deals (irst with 
the income tax, reducing the amount ex- 
empted from $1,500 to $80(1, and provid- 
ing a readjustment of the several rates 
on real and personal property as follows : 

"li. There shall be assessed, levied 
and collected from every person, and 
paid to Her Majesty, her heirs and suc- 
cessors, the sums following, that is to 
say :— 

"Four-fifths of one per cent, on the 
assessed value of real estate other than 
' wild land ' : 

"Three-quarters of one per cent, on 
the assessed value of personal property: 

" One and one-quarter per cent, on so 
much of the income of any person as ex- 
ceeds eight hundred dollars : 

" Three per cent, on the assessed value 
of ' wild land ' : 

" Provided, always, that if the above 
taxes so assessed and levied are paid on 
or before the 80th day of June in each 
year, but not otherwise, the collector is 
hereby authorized to receive and shall 
receive in lieu of the above rates : — 

" Three-fifths of one per cent, on the 
assessed value of real estate other than 
' wild land ' : 

"One-half of one per cent, on the 
assessed value of personal property: 

" One per cent, on so much of the in- 
come of any person as exceeds eight hun- 
dred dollars : 

" Two and one-half per cent, upon the 
assessed value of ' wild land. 1 " 
" taxation of mines and minerals. 

" And whereas the output of mines in 
the province is by law subject to the 
personal property tax, but there are no 
adequate provisions for its equitable ad- 
justment and collection, and it is advis 
able to remedy this and to deal separ- 
ately and clearly with the taxation of 
this division of property .... : — 
" 8. There shall be assessed, levied 
and collected from every person owning, 
managing, leasing or working a mine, 
and paid to Her Majesty, her heirs and 
successors, the sums following, that is 
to say : 

" Two per cent, on the assessed value 
of the gross output of such mine, that is 
to say : on the assessed value of all ore 
or mineral-bearing substances raised, 
gotten or gained from any lands in tiie 
province, such value to be so assesseil 
and determined upon such output as it 
lies on the mining premises." 

The tax upon mining output above 
provided for is to be payable monthly.

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PIIOVINCIAL LEGISLATURE. 

Second Session of the Seventh Parliament. 

SIXTEENTH DAY. 

Monday, Feb. 17, 1896. 
Mr. Booth took the chair at 2 p.m. 
Mb. Sehlin presented a number of 
petitions for the abatementof the cayuse 
nuisance. 

Mu. SwoitD called attention to a state- 
ment in the Times o£ Saturday, by Mr. 
Wilkinson, in reference to his offer for 
the last provincial loan; and asked 
whether Mr. Wilkinson or the Finance 
Minister's statement was correct. 

Hon. Mb. Tobneb replied that his 
answer given the other day was perfectly 
correct. 

Mb. Kmi) moved for ajreturn showing 
the amount of arrears of taxes to 31st 
December, 1895, under the following 
headings, viz.: 1. lieal property; [a] 
wild land; [b] improved land. -!. Per- 
sonal property tax. 3. Timber areas or 
leases. 4. Any other holding of land 
not in use by the crown. 5. The names 
of owners of land whose 'holdings are4S0 
acres or more, and on which taxes are in 
arrears on the 31st December, 1895; the 
location of each such holding; the 
amount for which it is now assessed ; 
the description ot the tax levied, and tho 
years in which arrears accrued. — Agreed 
to. 

Mit. Rogers introduced a bill for the 
incorporation of the Royal Cariboo Hos- 
pital. Read a first time. 

NAKUSP KAIL WAY DEPOSIT. 

Mb. Swoed moved— "That a respect- 
ful address be presented to His Honor 
the Lieutenant-Governor, praying him 
to send down to this house a copy of the 
order-in-council in which one year's 
interest on the $118,-l00 deposi- 
ted by the Nakusp & Slocan 
railway company with the gov- 
ernment was paid to the railway com- 
pany; and also a copy of any opinion 
which may have been given by His 
Honor's Attorney General as to the con- 
struction to be placed upon the agree- 
ment between His Honor's government 
and the Nakusp & Slocan railway com- 
pany, which justified the payment of 
this money." He said the public ac- 
counts show that interest at the rate of 
3)4 per cent, has been paid over. He 
read from section 10 of the agreement as 
follows: "1(5. It is hereby agreed that 
if the government shall adopt the alter- 
native provided in section 1 hereof, then 
that the said sum of $118,100, or so much 
thereof as shall from time to time re- 
main owing, shall bear interest at the 
rate of three and a half per cent, per an- 
num, and that all payments (ifany) 
made by the government under their 
guarantee shall carry similar interest 
with half-yearly rests." The meaning 
he took from that, he said, was that the 
interest, on one side was to its extent to 
offset the interest on tho other, and lie 
did not think it was contemplated that 
the government should pay over the in- 
terest to the company. He recognized 
that it is quite possible that the 40 per 
cent, of the gross earnings receivable 
from this railway by the province may 
provide against any loss to the govern- 
ment in the transaction, but at the same 
time lie did not think that the interest 
on the deposit should be paid over now. 

Hon. Mb. Tubneb said there would be 
no objection to bringing down the 
papers, and he thought the house would 
recognize that the government acted in 
accordance with the agreement in pay- 
ing over tl 10 interest. 

LIMITATION OF PRE-EMPTIONS. 

Mb. Sword moved: "That a respectful 
address be presented to His Honor the 
Lieut. -Governor, praying him to send 
down to this house a statement showing 
in what areas east of the Cascades pre- 
emptions have been limited to 100 acres 
under the powers conferred by section 8 
of the land act amendment act, 1895." 
He wanted to know, he said, what has 
been the effect of the amendment pro- 
posed by Mr. Ivellie at a previous ses- 
sion, to limit the quantity of land which 
could be taken up by any one person in 
West Kootenay. 

Hon. Mh. Martin said the provisions 
of section .8 have not been put into force 
in any place. 

Mb. Ivulmij said his object had been 
to preserve the agricultural land in the 
district for actual settlers and not allow 
it to get into the hands of the railway 
companies. He hoped the government 
would keep in mind the necessity for 
some such precaution. 

Motion agreed to. 

KOAI) BEPOHT. 

Mb. Semlin asked — Did the govern- 
ment or any member thereof, receive a 
report of the state of the road between 
Hope and Popcum from Mr. Dodd or 
Mr. Kirkup during the year 1895? 

Hon. Mb. Mabtin — Yes. 

BALE OF PUBLIC LANDS. 

Mu. Kennedy resumed the adjourned 
debate on the bill to provide a fund for 
educational purposes by the sale of pub- 
lic lands. He could not see how tiie 
government could hope to dispose of the 
land by public auction when no one 
wants to buy it at private sale. 

No one rising to speak in succession 
to Mr. Kennedy the question was put hv 
the Acting Speaker, and the second 
reading of the bill was carried on a par ty 
division of l-l to 9. 

Tin: speakeb convalescent. 

Hon. D. W. Higgins, Speaker of the 
Legislature (who had been absent 
through illness for a couple of weeks), 
here appeared at the visitors' entrance 
behind the Speaker's chair, and was re- 
ceived with a hearty applause from both 
sides. 

Speaker HiggiiiB then took the chair, 
amidst renewed applause. Premier 
Turner in a felicitous speech congratu- 
lated him upon his reappearance and the 
propect that in a few days he would be 
able to preside with accustomed ability 
and spirit. The leader of tho oppo- 
sition, Mr. Semlin, cordially added his 
congratulations. The Speaker feelingly 
acknowledged these kind expressions, 
which he said almost compensated him 
for the great suffering through which he 
had passed. He felt that had his illness 
not come on when and as it had, the re- 
sult might have been more serious later 
on ; and as it is he hoped to be back in 
a few days restored to his usual health. 
After a few minutes the Spotiker called 
Mr. Booth again to the chair, and him- 
self received the individual congratula- 
tions of the members before returning 
home. 

school act amendments. 
Mr. Cotton resumed the debate on 
the second reading of the bill to amend 
the public school act. He held that the 
pallrv amount which can he saved by 
increasing as proposed the minimum 
number of children requisite' for the 
formation of a school district, is not 



worth considering in comparison with 
the hardship to the small rural districts. 
He claimed that this bill would shut up 
forty-seven schools, and contended that 
if the government is so hard up it would 
be better to economise in the cities than 
as proposed in the bill. 

Hon. Col. Baker was surprised at 
the ignorance of the bill shown by this 
hori. gentleman, and said if he would 
read it carefully he would find that the 
bill does not propose to close one single 
school — let alone 47. It is not retro- 
active. 

Mb. Kitchen read a list of the 47 
schools which he held would be closed 
because of having less than the average 
attendance of 12. 

Mb. Hunter pointed out that the bill 
in this respect could not possibly be re- 
troactive, and declared that if it were 
made retroactive he would strongly op- 
pose it, as he did not wish to take away 
from any of the small school districts 
any privileges to which they are entitled 
under the act of 1891. He asked how 
the revenue of the province can be ex- 
pected to stand the school expendi- 
ture if it is to increase at its present 
rate, which, as the Minister of Educa- 
tion says, is ten per cent, every year, 
for in ten years it would rise to half a 
million dollars. In view of this he 
thought it high time to take some steps 
to check this increase in the burden of 
education upon the provincial revenue. 

Dr. Walkkm would vote for the 
second reading of the bill, but wanted 
amendments in committee to place be- 
yond question the rights of the small 
rural districts. 

Mb. Sword moved that the bill be 
read a second time this day six months. 

Hon. Col. Baker said tiie opponents 
of the bill have harped upon the one 
string that it will close a number of 
schools, but he would say again that it 
will not close a single one. As would be 
seen by reference to the order paper, 
there are a number of amendments to be 
moved in committee, in accordance with 
suggest ions from the city school boards; 
and as he had statetl before, the govern- 
ment are quite prepared to accept sug- 
gestions from the house for its further 
improvement. If it is thought that it 
will close any school now open this 
could be remedied in committee. 

Mr. Semlin argued that is not in ac- 
cordance with the principles of respon- 
sible government for the government to 
bring down a bill supposed to represent 
their sentiments, ami then to offer to 
change these sentiments when criticized 
by the house. 

Hon. Mit. Pooley expressed surprise 
at such argument by the leader 
of tho opposition. The Minister of Edu- 
cation came before the house saying, 
" Here is a bill which will not close any 
school"; the opposition said, "By its 
language it will have the effect of closing 
several schools "; and the Minister of 
Education replies, " Well if that is 
shown to bo the case we can alter the 
language in committee." That is a very 
different thing to changing his senti- 
ments as stated. 

After further discussion tiie six 
months' hoist was negatived on a party 
division of 10 to 19, and the second 
reading was agreed toon the same divi- 
sion reversed. 

ADJOURNMENT. 

Kon. Mu. Turner moved a resolution 
standing on the order paper in the name 
of the chairman of the private bills com- 
mittee, that the house at its rising do 
stand adjourned until Thursday next. 
He explained, as before, that this is to 
enable the committee to have time to 
deal with the many bills now before 
them. 

Mr. Cotton, as a. member of the com- 
mittee, heartily supported the resolu- 
tion. He doubted, however, whether 
the adjournment proposed would be 
long enough for the pur|>osesof the com- 
mittee. 

Motion agreed to. 

ASSESSMENT ACT. 

Hon. Mr. Turner presented a mes- 
sage from the Lieutenant-Governor 
transmitting a bill to amend the assess- 
ment and amending acts. 

The message was considered in com- 
mittee, Mr. Hunter in the chair. Bill 
read a first time. 

The Royal Inland Hospital bill and 
the inferior courts practitioners bill were 
read a third time and passed, 

The debate on the second reading of 
the bill to amend the act relating to lire 
insurance policies was resumed. Bill 
read a second time, after unimportant 
discussion. 

The line fences and water courses bill 
(Mr. Graham) was read a second time. 

A petition from wholesale merchants 
and property holders of Vancouver in 
favor of traction engines on the Cariboo 
road was presented by Mr. Rogers. 
cariboo road. 

Mu. Adams moved the second reading 
of the bill to preserve the Cariboo wagon 
road between Ashcroft anil Harkerville 
by prohibiting the use of tires narrower 
than certain specified widths after one 
year from the 1st of March next. He 
did not think that anyone would deny 
the benefit to the roads of using only 
wide tires, and he did not think great 
expense would be entailed on the team- 
sters, as new tires have to be procured 
from time to time anyhow. 

Mr. Semlin thought this bill would lie 
very unpopular, and would involve a 
great deal of unnecessary expense to the 
farmers of the community affected, as 
they are already supplied with wagons 
with narrower tires than those provided 
for, and these wagons will not require 
new tires for many years to come. 

Mr. Smith also "was opposed to the 
bill. He did not think that narrow tires 
do much harm to tiie roads in that dis- 
trict, while he was informed that with 
a four-horse team at least five hundred 
pounds more can be drawn on narrow 
tires than on wide tires such as proposed. 
He had given notice of an amendment 
which would practically exempt his 
part of the country from the operation 
of the bill, this being as follows: "No 
person shall be deemed to have contra- 
vened the provisions of this act unless

such person had drawn, or caused to be 
drawn, a waggon or vehicle loaded con- 
trary to the provisions of this act, on the 
said road, more than twenty miles at the 
time of the alleged infraction of this 
act." 

Hon. Mb. Mabtin pointed out that the 
effect of the use of wide tires had been 
to greatly improve the state of the roads 
on Vancouver island, and from what he 
had seen of the roads in the Cariboo 
country, be thought this bill is just what 
is needed there. 

Mit. Stoodart felt that this bill would 
entail a great deal of unnecessary ex- 
pense on the teamsters, and he would 
therefore oppose it. 

Mb. Rogers said he knew a number 
of teamsters who are in favor of such a 
provision as contained in this bill, and 
lie believed it would be a benefit to all 
concerned. 

Hon. Mr. Eberts and Major Mutter 
spoke from the experience of their sec- 
tions in favor of the bill ; and Mr. Kellie 
thought it should be applied to the 
whole province. Hon. Col. Baker also 
spoke in support of the second reading. 

Bill read a second time. 

The house adjourned at 5 :10 p.m.

Mr. Forster 
wishes it stated that he did not advo- 
vote, as might be understood from this 
report, any present increase of taxation. 
The idea he wished to convey was that 
the government should economise where- 
ever economy is possible; make the bal- 
ance of the last loau yet on hand go as 
far as possible, and trust to returning 
prosperity and the increased revenue 
which the timber belonging to the pro- 
vince will assuredly bring in the near 
future, to avoid the necessity for the in- 
creased taxation which otherwise would 
become inevitable.

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CHAPTER XXV. 

Ab yonr guide, showing you an exhi- 
bition of paintings, will linger over the 
iirst room and then pass tho second in

INTERESTING TO CANNKRS. 

A Simple Machine by Which Forty Thou- 
sand Cnns Can lie Made in 
a Day. 

(From the San Francisco Chronicle.) 

An invention which promises to revo- 
lutionize the can-making industry has 
been perfected in this city. Robert D. 
Hume, one of the Hume brothers, the 
pioneer canners and shippers of salmon, 
is the inventor. He lias studied and 
worked, experimented and improved, 
added and revised during the last four 
years, until he has perfected the appara- 
tus and appliances to such a degree that 
he can manufacture more tin cans of any 
desired kind, size or shape, at much 
smaller expense and in shorter time 
than the best-equipped factory can turn 
out by the aid of the latest and best iui- 
l) oved machinery with twenty times 
the number of hands. To Mr. Hume is 
due the credit of inventing the machine 
and also of discovering and making the 
first lock seam in cans, but to Murch A: 
Gray, tho machinists, credit must be 
given for having constructed part of a 
crude machine upon which the present 
one is built., and also for grasping the 
ideas of the inventor and putting them 
into shape. 

R. D. Hume, who owns the salmon 
fisheries and canneries on Gold beach, 
Or., at the mouth of Rogue river, and is 
greatly interested in the canning indus- 
tries, has made the business his special 
study during the last quarter of a cen- 
tury. .Mechanics, machinists, fruit, 
salmon, meat and spire canners, com- 
mittees from the. Fruit Growers' Asso- 
ciation, the Manufacturers' and Pro- 
ducers' organization, and kindred as- 
sociations have seen the machine in op- 
eration and were astonished at what it 
can do in a minute and how well it 
does it. 

The tin is cut in size to get out a cer- 
tain number of cans without wasting 
a strip of metal. A boy or girl only tall 
enough to reach up to the machine, 
which is the height of an ordinary table, 
feeds the tin to the receptacle at one 
end of the machine and the machine 
does the rest, turning out at the other 
end sixty-four cans of any size or shape 
each minute. The cans are deposited in 
a receptacle, perfectly soldered in the 
seam and bottom, .with a perfect-fitting 
cover on top, clean, neat and reudv to 
be filled. At this rate a single machine 
will turn out 38,400 cans a day of ten 
hours, requiring only a boy of about 
twelve years to feed it. The number of 
machines can be multiplied in propor- 
tion to the requirements of a cannery, 
and as they consume very little space, a 
factory of moderate proportions can ac- 
commodate a huge number of them, 
each requiring the attention of only one 
boy. 

The first machine which was in oper- 
ation in Mr. Hume's cannery turned out 
1,000,000 in about a month. " A solitary 
tinker flattening the scam of one can 
witli a hammer will create more noise 
than ten machines running at full speed. 
Round, square, oval cans and boxes are 
made with the same ease by changing 
the die. For Botid or powdered dry 
stuff the cans are made without solder 
and the covers are capped on them, fit- 
ting closely, but removable; lor fruit, 
cooked meat and fish the tops are sold- 
ered on the cans after filling them. 
This process is accomplished by a separ- 
ate attachment to the machine. 

Tho sheet of tin is placed in the recep- 



tacle and the die cuts the piece required 
for the can or box made. The sheet of 
tin is propelled along a shaft which 
creases t lie edges of the sides for the 
seams. If a lock seam is wanted the 
next attachment hooks the seam to- 
gether and six inches further down a 
bumper sets and flattens them. The can 
then passes over soft rollers which im- 
part the acid to the seam, then it passes 
between the soldering irons, one inside 
and one outside tho seam. The solder 
unreels from a coil suspended above the 
iron, but only when the lower end comes 
in contact with fi passing can. The jets 
beneath maintain an even temperature 
in the soldering irons. Behind the 
irons, scrapers remove every particle of 
sulphur solder before it cools and other 
rollers wipe the seam perfectly clean. 
Soft rollers, saturated with water, cool 
the seam before entering the header. 
The moment a can touches the trig- 
ger, and only when so touched, 
a bottom drops from a receptacle, 
tho shape of a Jacob's ladder, and 
is securely pressed on the can. The can 
is complete and the machine drops it. 
At the lower end of the apparatus a 
small attachment cuts, creases and 
hoists the covers and deposits them in 
the highest tier of the ladder, whence 
they are fastened on the can as the latter 
reaches the trigger. Provisions have 
also been made for soldering the tops by 
machines after the cans have been tilled. 

One factory with several machines 
will be able to supply all the canneries 
on the Pacific Coast, and a eanner will 
be able to furnish his own supply for a 
season by the aid of one machine in one 
month's run. The saving in labor and 
time by the use of this new invention 
can hardly be estimated, and it will re- 
duce the cost of tin cans and boxes to 
almost the price of the metal. 

A NOTfl Elt BXPEE t M EST. 

The Ordinary Calcium Light Gives Results 
Similar to the Cathode Rays. 

Baltimore, Feb. 15.— Frank Eline, 
a prominent electrician of this city, who 
formerly worked with Edison, has dem- 
onstrated that ordinary calcium light, 
known at the Druinmond or lime light, 
will give results similar tq the cathode 
ray. in the first experiment 
Mr. Eline tried with calci- 
um lights, he focused the 
rays through a board one-eighth of an 
inch thick and through an ordinary 
photograph plate made of a paper com- 
position which is entirely unaffected by 
the ordinary rays of light. Through 
these two substances he obtained dis- 
tinct shadows of two pieces of metal one 
the size of a silver dollar and the other 
the size of a quarter. He exposed the 
plate three hours, burning 15 feet cubic 
an hour. He also obtained the direct sha- 
dow of a stick on winch was a ring. In 
the second experiment with calcium 
lights, he used only the photographers' 
plate, through which he focused the 
rays. He used the stick and ring he 
had before used and electric light- 
ing carbon with a copper sur- 
face. He was puzzled by the re- 
sult, as the stick and ring 
did not appear, while a good shadow was 
obtained on the cardboard. Mr. Eline 
also secured some interesting results by 
combining the calcium light with the 
side rays. The effect was a complete re- 
versal of the form of the cathode rays 
negative. When the photographer's 
plates are put under the cathode 
rays they are light in color. 
The rays darken them except where 
the object casts its shadow, 
which spot, will remain light. 
In the results Mr. Eline obtained 
with the combination of the calcium 
and cathode light the shadows of the 
objects were dark while the surrounding 
plate remained. This experiment was 
made with the key and a half dollar in 
which the metal had been cut away, 
leaving onlp the letters and figures in 
silhouette.

Nearly two hours was spent by the 
steamship City of Topeka in port on 
Sunday. When the steamer left Juneau 
on Wednesday, February 12, the mer- 
cury was 17 degrees below zero, and the 
snow was from eight to ten feet on n 
level. Capt. Wallace says the weather 
(Ulring the trip was thecoldest and most 
severe he has ever experienced in Al- 
aska, and residents of Juneau keep very 
close to their homes. The wind blew so 
bard after leaving Juneau and the 
weather got so thick that the steamer 
had to put into Hunter's bay for shelter 
all one night. Oftentimes during the 
trip Pilot George could not see the water 
over the guard rail, so dense was the 
fog. The Topeka brought down 100 tons 
of ore, salmon, and guano for San Fran- 
cisco, and a large number of passengers. 
Ainsng them was Editor Sylvester of the 
Alaska Searchlight, who reports the 
Bank of Juneau closed and Mr. Harri- 
son, its late manager, as having been ar- 
rested for embezzlement, lt was under- 
stood the hank was closed by the Pacific 
Mail Co. Mr. Sylvester believes there 
will be more developments in the action 
in the near future, but does not think 
the liabilities amount to much. Ar- 
rangements have been made between 
the P. C. company and the A. C. com- 
pany to make connections at Sitka and 
run the steamer Bertha on the Cook 
inlet route during the summer, making 
semi-monthly trips. The time schedule 
is now being prepared. 

Ezra Gibson, who lias been at work or 
the Glacier mine on Sheep creek during 
tlie winter, says the richest ore that 
Sheep creek has yet produced is now be- 
ing shot out of the slope in the tunne' 
being worked by Andy Anderson. The 
tunnel struck the ore chute about forty 
feet from the surface. The centre vein, 
also, upon which stuping and other work 
is now going on, continues to show up 
from four to six feet of tine ore, upon 
which an upraise is now being made to 
connect the lower and upper tunnels. 
There is no mine as yet opened up in 
Alaska that can outrival the present 
showing of rich ore now exposed in the 
various workings on the Glacier mine, 
and when properly worked no mine in 
Alaska can produce greater shipments of 
both the white and yellow metal. 

The Topeka will leave for the North 
again on Wednesday and will carry a 
large number of people going up to the 
Yukon. 

Till: " XINKVEIl's " CREW EXONERATED. 

A naval court of inquiry was held last 
week at the British consulate in San 
Francisco to investigate the circum- 
stances attending the abandonment of 
the British ship Nineveh of Sidney off 
Cape Flattery. The conduct of the cap- 
tain, certified mate, second mate and 
crew in connection with leaving the ves- 
sel at sea was also inquired into, and the 
result was a complete exoneration of the 
officers and men. The findings of the 
court were that the vessel was well 
found, sufficiently manned and sea- 
worthy ; that her cargo was properly 
stowed and the ship not overloaded. 
Her master, Robert Broad foot, appeared 
to have navigated his vessel in a seaman- 
like manner, and was justified in aban- 
doning her, as she was in a sinking con- 
dition ami in great danger of founder- 
ing. The officers and crew conducted 
themselves properly and obeyed all 
orders. The court therefore took pleas- 
ure in returning certificates of com- 
petency to the master and officers. 

STRIKE FOR IIIOHEK WAGES. 

Capt. Carr, of the Australian liner 
Monowai, which arrived at San Fran- 
cisco on Sunday, had no end of trouble 
with his vessel at Sydney. Two days 
before she sailed the crew and firemen 
struck for an advance of £1 a month. 
This was refused ami a new crew was 
engaged. The new men remained at 
work twenty-four hours and then quit. 
A third crew was secured and tho vessel 
left for this port. The crews of both the 
Warrimoo and Miowera received an ad- 
vance in their wages some time ago. 

The American schooner Puritan, 
Capt. Saxe, ten days from San Francis- 
co, arrived in Royal Roads yesterday 
after a good voyage. She reports having 
sighted a bark and a three-masted 
schooner beating in off Cape Flattery. 
She will tow up to Moodyville to-dtiy 
with the tugs Sadie and Constance and 
will there load lumber from Shanghai.

This is incorrect, ami the circumstances 
leave yet a grain of hope for the unfor- 
tunate ship and those on board. In 1851 
the schooner Montague. Captain Mon- 
tague, with immigrants from California 
to Oregon, appeared off the mouth of the 
river and the same night was blown out 
to sea. Mix weeks later, after she had 
been given up for lost, the schooner 
again hove i:i sight and successfully 
passed in over the bar. Captain Mon- 
tague reported that he had been as far 
north as the Aleutian islands, and for 
weeks had been beating back against 
heavy ^southerly gales. 

ANOTHER UNSUCCESSFUL ATTEMPT. 
A Port Townsend dispatch of Sunday 
says: "The combined strength of the 
Ptiget Sound Tugboat Association, six 
tugs in all, served to move thiH morning 
the British ship Kilbrannan about ten 
feet from her position in the sand and 
rocks on Point Wilson, where she went 
ashore during a gale on the night of Feb- 
ruary 4. Notwithstanding the fact that 
700 tons of ballast were removed from 
her before the attempt was made to pull 
her off, the trial was wholly unsu- 
cceBful."

Council Meetings or Committee Work 
for Almost Every Evening— The 
Waterworks Tangle. 




Aid. Macmillan Uses Strong Language 
—The Broom Factory Wants 
Assistance. 



The city council held their regular 
weekly meeting at the city hall last 
evening — that is one of the regular 
meetings, for the present board of alder- 
men have made it a practice to hold two 
or more sessions in the week. To-night 
they assemble again at the call of the 
mayor, lirst to consider the estimates 
and then to continue the debate on pro- 
posed amendments to the municipal act; 
on Wednesday there is no council ses- 
sion but a public meeting instead to dis- 
cuss the action of the trustees in reduc- 
ing the salaries of school teachers and 
in imposing a high school tuition fee. 
On Thursday the Mayor and lire wardens 
will continue their inquiry # into the 
Campbell charges against Chief Deasy, 
and on Saturday Mr. John Sayyea 
gives an address in the council 
chamber. There is no meeting of 
the council convened yet for Friday but 
it is not too late for such a thing to be 
brought about. Hereafter at council 
meetings time will be saved by the read- 
ing of the min 11 tea being dispensed with ; 
the clerk will submit the minute book to 
the inspection of any alderman who may 
desire to see it, and in tho council the 
record will be "taken as read." 

A new and very important phase of 
the waterworks tangle was introduced 
through the following communication 
from Messrs. Bod well & Irving, solicitors 
for Messrs. Walkely, King & Casey. The 
letter was received with very little de- 
bate, and referred to Mis Worship the 
Mayor with power to act : 

Victoria, February !.">, 1890. 
To tlir. Mayor and Corporation of the Uity of 
Victoria, Victoria, H.C: 

Si aw:— lie Walkeley, King it Casey con- 
tract. We are just informed that Mr. Jor- 
gensen, the engineer in charge of the 
waterworks construction which our clients 
are undertaking, has been dismissed by the 
corporation. We understood, up to this 
date, that a temporary suspension had 
taken place pending some inquiry and 
therefore did not consider that we were 
hound to take any stand upon the matter. 
We wish to call your attention to the 
character of the act which the corporation 
have assumed to perform. A contract has 
been entered into with our clients for the 
construction of the waterworks. A great 
many questions arising under that con tract 
are, by the agreement between our 
clients and the city, referred for settlement 
to the engineer who is by the contract, the 
chosen arbitrator between the parties. You 
must see that it is absoluiely impossible for 
either of the parties to the contract to 
change the status of affairs and substitute 
anot her judge by whose decision one of the 
parties at least, has never consented to be 
bound. We respectfully submit that such 
an act on the part of the corporation is en- 
tirely beyond any powers which they have 
any right to exercise. We wish hereby 
to give you formal notice that our clients 
do not propose to aecpiiesce in this action 
of the corporation and that any work which 
is now being done by them in connection 
with the undertaking in question, is being 
performed under protest and sav- 
ing all their rights under the 
contract. By the terms of the agreement, 
they are bound to carry on the work, and 
complete, within a certain limit. We as- 
sume, therefore, that the ■ contractors 
ought not to cease to perform their part of 
the agreement by suspending operations 
on account of any wrongful act of 
the corporation. Their proper course is, 
we think , to protest against the action of 
tlie corporation which has been indicated 
to us, and to inform you at the earliest 
possible moment that they should insist 
upon their right to have all the questions 
arising under the contract for the decision 
of the engineer, nd'erred to the arbitrator 
chosen by the parties at the time the docu- 
ment was executed. Our clients will not 
consider themselves bound by any ruling of 
any third party who may assume to act as 
engineer under any other appointment 
which the corporation may make.

In passing, Aid Partridge advised the 



council to " go slow " in dispensing with 
Mr. Jorgensen's services, now that the 
work at the lake was on the eve of com- 
pletion, except for very serious offend- 
ing. He foresaw endless complications 
ami hoped that the council would see its 
way clear to retaining Mr. Jorgensen un- 
less for definite cause. 

Ald, Macmillan, on the other hand, 
hoped that the Mayor and his advisers 
would stand firm on the action already 
taken. He saw in the letter just read 
additional evidence for dispensing with 
Mr. Jorgensen's services altogether. His 
sympathies had all along been too large- 
ly exhibited " in a certain direction." 

The next communication, too, was in 
reference to the waterworks contract 
and contained a grave charge against 
Messrs. Walkely, King & Casey. It bore 
the signature cf William Payne, a citi- 
zen of four years' standing, and alleged 
that residents of Victoria were not want- 
ed on the Elk lake works unless they 
boarded with the contractors and that 
they found every possible obstacle 
thrown in the way of their getting em- 
ployment. Citizens of Victoria were 
not treated as men, this letter stated, 
but as slaves, driven by cursing task- 
masters. 

Mayor Beaven remarked that the 
subject matter of this complaint was not 
new by any means, half a dozen labor- 
ing men having called upon him during 
the week with practically the same 
story. If residents of the city desired 
employment at the Beaver lake works 
they were informed that they must be 
at work by 7a.m. and work until 6 
p.m.— if late in arriving only three- 
quarters of a day would be allowed. As 
the train did not reach Beaver lake un- 
til 7.30 this order of the contractors sim- 
ply meant that the workmen were forced 
to walk from the city in order to 
be at the lake by seven. lie (Mayor 
Beaven) had suggested to the 
contractors that they employ residents 
of the city from 7:30 a.m. until 5:30 
p.m., making payment by the hour for 
the services rendered. No opposition 
had been offered to this suggestion, 
but it bad evidently not been acted 
upon. 

Ald. Macmillan dwelt upon the 
alleged cruelty of the contractors to 
their employes, speaking at considerable 
length, and in the course of his remarks 
stating that the sweating system adopt- 
ed by Messrs. Walkely, King & Casey 
surpassed in hideous cruelty anything 
ever heard of in London or New York. 
Neither contractors nor engineer in 
charge, said Aid. Macmillan, have given 
llesh and blood or human life even a 
passing thought in comparison with the 
money profits or professional credit to 
be derived. The manner in which the 
Beaver "lake works had been prosecuted, 
the alderman concluded, was a crime 
against humanity that would cry out 
against the engineer and contractors 
while tho world lasts. 

At this juncture the Mayor felt com- 
pelled to call Aid. Macmillan to order, 
directing his attention to rule 33 gov- 
erning the deliberations of the council, 
[n this clause the following passage oc- 
curs: "Nor shall he use offensive 
words in or against the council or against 
any member thereof; nor shall he apeak 
beside the question in debate." 

Ai.d. Partridge thought that if one- 
eighth of what Aid. Macmillan had said 
contained an element of truth, a special 
committee of inquiry was necessary, and 
he accordingly seconded the resolution 
in this direction. 

ThiH resolution was adopted without 
opposition, and Aid. Macmillan, being 
given the opportunity of naming the 
committee, selected Aid. Cameron and 
Humphrey to act with him in making 
the investigation desired. 

Still another communication also 
touching upon Beaver lake matters came 
from the water commissioner, who sug- 
gested that in view of the recent changes 
in the direction of affairs an examination 
of the works at Beaver lake be made by 
the city engineer and one other engin- 
eer, at a cost of not moro than $150. The 
communication was received and the 
necessary appropriation passed, the 
Mayor explaining that it was proposed 
to engage Mr. H. P. Bell to act with Mr. 
Wilmot. 

COMMUNICATIONS AND REPORTS. 

Messrs. Woods & McKay, proprietors 
of tho British Columbia broom and brush 
factory, asked that they bo given one 
year's free occupancy of three rooma and 
one stall in the city market building, to 
enable them to establish their business 



in this city. Tlie communication was 
referred to the market committee for a 
report. 

To the sewerage committee wore re- 
ferred several letters in connection with 
the cost of connections, these being from 
Charles E. Redfern, U. R. Harris, John 
Smeaton and William McDowell. This 
committee also had referred to them the 
McDonald claim for $82 for the use of 
tools, in regard to which the City En- 
gineer reported ;l no claim either in law 
or equity." 

The city solicitor reported in connec- 
tion with the complaint of R. W. Wilkin- 
son, that the howling of animals con- 
fined in the city pound was not a cause 
of action against the city, the howling 
aforesaid being incidental to the main- 
tenance of the said pound, and therefore 
a legalized nuisance— if a nuisance it 
had become. This letter was duly filed, 
a copy being forwarded to Mr. Wilkin- 
son. 

City Clerk Dowler reported that since 
the last meeting of the council the fol- 
lowing communications had been receiv- 
ed and referred to the streets committee 
for report: From William McDowell, 
directing attention to the unsanitary 
condition of Langford street ; from Dal- 
by & Claxton, asking for the removal of 
the wooden awning surrounding the 
Pritchard House; from A. G. Robertson 
and others, urging that the condition of 
Belton avenue be improved ; and from 
W. G. Fraser, requesting permission to 
cut down three oak t;ees on Pembroke 
street. Later in the evening a lengthy 
report was received from the streets com- 
mitting advising the tabling of several 
requests for improvements until the es- 
timates shall have been adopt- 
ed, referring several other subjects 
to the city engineer for report, sl ggestiug 
that one of the corporation horseB, being 
no longer fit for service, be offered for 
sale; and finally recommending that a 
concrete sidewalk be laid around the 
market building, tenders being invited 
at once. This report was adopted. 

A letter from Chief Deasy, of the tire 
department, suggested certain alter- 
ations to the lire hall premises, and 
asked that a full investigation be made 
into the charges preferred by "G. Camp- 
belle." In the latter connection the fire 
wardens explained that they had deter- 
mined to continue their inquiry on 
Thursday evening of this week — the 
point raised by Aid. Partridge had been 
met satisfactorily by Mr. Campbell since 
the last meeting of the committee. The 
first portion of Chief Deasy's communi- 
cation was accordingly referred to the 
committee for action, while the latter 
section was received and filed. 

From the Old Folks' Home committee 
came -a report advising that contracts 
for supplies be awarded to the follow- 
ing, their's being the lowest tenders: 
For groceries, Dixi H. Boss & Co. ; for 
meat, L. Good acre; for milk, A. J. 
Woodward; and for underclothing, J. 
Piercy & Co. From the market com- 
mittee a report was received suggesting 
among other things that the fee for 
weighing sheep should be reduced on 
lots of twenty or more, that tlie weigh- 
ing machine be provided with moveable 
gates, and that a drinking trough for 
cattle be erected in the market yard. 
Both these reports were adopted without 
debate or objection. Tenders for forage 
and for electric light globes were referred,, 
unopened to the committees concerned 
with the city purchasing agent, to ex- 
amine and report to the council ; and the 
finance committee's appropriations of 
$58-1.9-1 were passed for payment. 

LEGISLATION SUOO BSTED. 

At 10:30 the legislative committee of' 
thccouncil reported their suggestions as to 
desirable amendments to the municipal 
act, which the council at once took into 
consideration in committee of the whole. 

The lirst amendment proposed was 
explained by Aid. Humphrey and 
Cameron as being in the direction of 
rendering appeals from assessment im- 
possible except on the ground of unequal 
assessment. 

This was adopted although the Mayor 
objected that it was both unjust and un- 
wise to limit the power of appeal. 

The next proposal was to" allow the 
cancellation of special rates, and to per- 
mit, the council to raise the rate of tax- 
ation in order to equalize the reduction 
of assessment values. This section was 
under consideration when the motion 
was passed that the committee rise and 
report progress, to sit again on Tuesday 
night. 

Then the council adjourned.
